For these reasons, many taxpayers 
arc watching with interest the steps 
now being taken to pave and dedicate 
parts of the unimproved highways of 
the Borough.

must be made entirely by the owners 
of the properties abutting the unim- 
proved streets, as the law prohibits the 
Borough from accepting unlinished 
h igh ways.

be sent, requesting the property owners 
to install correct gutters, curbs and 
pavements. When the entire project is 
completed, the streets will be offered 
to the Borough for dedication, and a 
big hole will have been made in the 
unimproved highways of Narberth. 
An Oasis 
Another district in which some pro 
gress has been made, mid which should 
be properly completed without delay, is 
that section which includes the north- 
ern end of Forrest Avenue, and Wood- 
bine avenue from Essex to Narberth. 
This space hns for years be.en a veri- 
table niudhole, which condition has 
been aggravated by the fact that 
houses have been constructed On nearly 
all of the adjacent lots. 



There is considerable interest now 
in the matter, and it is said that a 
petition will be circulated among the 
Sabine avenue owners in the near fu- 
ture with a view to having this im- 
portant street paved. There comes up 
here, however, a complication which 
might cause greater or less delay in 
the actual performance of the work. 

The School authorities would nei be 
called upon to hear the expense of 
this, a public improvement. The ex- 
pense, instead of the onealf rep- 
resented by their interests would be 
defrayed by the Borough itself. Coun- 
cilmen slate, however, that at the pre- 
sent time, finances would not permit 
thorn to push the matter. A small bond 
issue, or a delay, it is said, will be 
inevitable. There is small doubt, 

though, that the matter of having the 
petition signed, and placed in Council's 
hands, will be taken up very shortly, 
so that actual progress will rest on the- 
promptness with which Counei| n-nii 
co-operate. 

Narbrook Koad, in the Park, is an- 
other street which is not dedicated to 
the Borough. As the construction is 
not in conformity with Borough speci- 
fications. Council does not feel justified 
in taking this road over. For this 
reason, though paved, it is still a pri- 
vate road. ' 

Real Progress ~~- 

But a great deal of pnigress has been 
made in matters of street improve- 
ments. A very few years .ago, a per- 
son sitting in the Jiaek of an auto- 
mobile, blindfolded, could tell when 
they arrived al Narberth, by one big 
bump and a steady series of jolts and 
jars.
